Iceland ; Its Physical Features, 


On Sung March Sth, Mr. John A, 
Hijaltalin lectured (under the auspices of 
the Sunday Lecture Society,) at St. George’s 
Hall, Langham-place, Regent street. The 
lecturer (a native of Icel.nd) began by a 
description of the country, ils position and 
extent, its most remarkable geographical 
features, 118 vast ice-covered mountains 
and numerous volcanoes, on account of 
which Mr, Carlyle termed it ‘the battle- 
field of frost and fire.” The largest of these 
ice-mountains, Votnajokull, covers an area 
ot 3,600 square miles, and the highest of 
its peaks, Prafajoukull, rises 6,300 teet 
above the level of the sea. Mr, Hijaltalin 
drew a yivid picture of the grand and

In confirmation of this statement, Mr. 
Hjaltalin described the upheaval which 
took place towards the end bt the last cen- 
tury of anisland notfarfromthe part of 
the coast where Koykjavik is situated. It 
was preceded by shocks like those of an 
earthquake, felt by passing navigators, who 
at the same time discevered the water to 
be discolored and agitated, Columns of 
steam arose, then flames; the ‘sea was 
covered with pumice and cinders, and then 
4 cone with a orater in the center appeared, 
and scorim, pumice and ashes accumulated, 
untilit became an island. The volcanic 
power which had brought it to the sur- 
face subsided before it was firmly ixed in 
its position, and it afterwards sank again 
beneath the sea. Mr. Hjaltalin then 
noticed the opinion very generally received 
by scientific men of all countries, that 
there is an underground connection be- 
tween the volcanoes of Hecla in Iceland 
and Etna in Sicily—a tunnel of which the 
two mountains form the mouths, A pe 
culisrity of (he Icelandic volcanoes of 
their sending fo.th streams of boiling 
Water with the lava currents, Tho 
canic iceemountsins throw off their icy 
Covers atthe beginning of an eruption, 
which are flo.ved down to the lowlands or 
the sea by the water cast forth 
volcano, 

Mr, Hjaltalin then described the hoy 
springs which are found all over Iceland, 
The principal of these 1s the far famed 
Geyser, from which we have incorrectly 
called all the hot springs * Geysers”—a 
mistake, he observed, as ridiculous to an 
Tcelander as it would be to us if we were to 
speak of all the rivers of England as 
“Themeses,” Noxtin importance to the 
Geyser (saging) is the Strak Kur (a

Sanitary Precautions, 


Now thatthp warm weather is upon us, 
it is time those wise sanitary regulations 
which are established by law for the guid. 
ance of Boards of Health should be strictly 
enforced, It ‘has been proved by olose 
observation that the strict eutorcementof 
quarantine regulations, and adopting proper 
sanitary precautions,have warded off disease 
and prevented the spread of "pestilence. 
Tne cordon which some countries draw 
round their territory to pfevent the spread of 
the catlle disease, has*proved effectual in 
every instance whére thoroughly tried. 
Subjecting a yessel containing small-pox, 
fever or cholera patients, to strict qharantine 
regulations, in nearly every instance pro- 
vents the further ravages of those terrible 
diseases, But once let the pestilence get 
abroad through the lanl, and thenat will 
be seen which locality suffers most, the 
place where the regulations of the Boards of 
Health are strictly carried ont, or the place 
which neglects these wise precautions, 
Pestilence finds its largest number of vic 
tims In low, filthy places, in streets that are 
seldom cleaned, in yards from which the 
heaps ot decayed vegetable matter are never 
removed, in houses whose cellars and 
privies are left in the same dirty condition 
from year to year. Pestile:.2 is bred in these 
localities,and once obtaining headwayspread 
from house to house, from family to family, 
aud by this means whole communities suf- 
ter through the neglect ofa few. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that every householder 
should make it his special business to have 
his premises thoroughly cleansed at the 
earliest possible moment, Where this plain 
duty is neglected, the Health officer should 
lose no time in having the work done, In 
many parts of thg towne private individu 
have already commenged the work

During the late war the 
foreign powers proposed the neutralization 
of Alsace and Lorraine, but that would be 
insufficient for Germany and could not 
thought of. Asfor the inhabitants still 


averse to their fatherland, said the Prince 
in conclusion, * we shall strive to win them 
back.’

Loxpow, May 1—The opening of the Interna- 
tonal Exhibition of Sclence and Art took place 
this afternoon, His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales presided on the occasion, accompan- 
Jed by tho Princess Christinn. Several of the 
other members of the Royal family were pres- 
ent The building and approaches were crowd- 
ed with visitors, Many noblemen and ladies of 
high rank were among the assernblage.

It is not intended to have the tunnel at 
any point within less than 20 feet of the 
surface of the hard clay, An examination 
shows that at one poipt of the line the dis- 
tance is considerably lesa than this. It is 
proposed to fill in this depressioa of the 
river bed with clay to a sufficient depth to 
insure against any possibility of accident. 

The grade is one in fifty on each side of- 
the river, with 1,000 feet of level under the 
bed of the river.

Let us give an example, When the 
estimates were under consideration 1n 1870, 
Mr. Holton moved a resolution to reduce 
a sum asked for in connection with some 
department in Nova Scotia. The motion 
was carried. Elated with this success, Mr. 
Mackenzie moved a resolution condemning 
the Government for not practising more 
economy. Stung by the defeat of a tew 
moments before, Sir Jobn A. Macdonald 
and Sir George E. Cartier rose and declared 
it a motion of want of confidence, and 
would so accept it, What was the result? 
The motion was lost by a large majority. 
So precisely might it have been with the 
motions under consideration, Mr. Blakes’s 
being lost, and Mr, Bowell’s- carried, had 
the members remained at their post, 
Knowingethis, and the object being not to 
have justice done in tho premises, but to 
make political capital, Mr. Blake and his 
immediate followers pursued the course 
they did, knowing it would fail.

She disbelieves 
in promises, and does not forget the Ra 
public of 1848 —was seventeen times ratified 
by the Assembly, She might be calmed 
by an electoral law, that would leave the 
urban voters separate from the” rural 
electors, and postpone the ‘constitutional’ 
question, till the Prussians are paid their 
pound of flesh, and the country becomes 
calm.

about other people's feelings. Sucday next 
the vacancies in the Commune will be fill- 
ed up by fresh elections, if the Linera do 
not make the yoting place uncomfortable. 
To decree the separation of church from 
the state, and the abolition of standing ar- 
mies, do not come within the domain of 
Paris, so long as she is an integral part of 
France. The Commune intends reforming 
the church, by improving the clergy off the 
face of creation. Clergymen have as 
good a right to live as laymen, and to poa- 
sess like them every national liberty. Their 
places’ of worship should beexempt from 
sacrilege as well as the domicile of the 
humblestcitizes, In 1789 the republic 
recalled Protestants from exile, among ite 
fistacts. Kobesplerrejesenin ‘he Conwn- 
tion of1793, denounced the Heberistes for 
their inconoclasm, If the Heberiates of 1871 
desire to remain giadure, well, but leave 
those who desire to worship accorling to 
their conscience, free to doso, It is grat~ 
ifying to find the eminent Protestant pastor 
Pressense, remonstrating against such out- 
rages towards Catholic divines, He will 
likely be imprisoned in Mazas, with the 
Archbishop of Paris for his pluck and hon.

The 
war canoes suddenly charged out of their 
respective hiding places; a few minutes of 
confusion, cries of triumph and shrieks of 
dismuy, and nll was over, The canoes 
were captured, and with them about 
twenty tive men and three casks of palm 
oil; but the women, with praiseworthy 
activity, jumped into the creek and swam 
ashore, and, 1n spite of all the efforts of 


bush to tbe town and gave the alarm, the 
Calabar men, in their own expressive way, 
remarking: ‘Them women be devil man 
for run’— i. ¢,, very swift of foot. 

At daylight an advance was made on the 
town, but the Ekreekas wore too strongly 
posted behind stockada to warrant the 
Qulabar men carrying the place by storm. 
They, theretore, opened fire on the position 
with canoe guns, and bombarded it for 
some hours. The slaughter in the crowded 
town must have been frightful, as every 
shot told, and as the Calabar men’s guns 
were of heavier calibre than those of the 
Ekrevkas, their fire was most effective at a 
range that was quite out ot the power of 
tue Ekreeka guns, The Calabar men, being 
satisfied with the damage they had done ta 
the Ekreekas,drew off their canoes and re~ 
turocd to New-Calabar Towo, Then oom: 
menced the horrible orgies that are the 
usual sequel to all parties in this country. 
Sixteen of the prisoners were at onco 
slaughtered aud portioned out, like 80 
much beef or mutton, to the principal 
familicsin the town, for the purpose of being 
cooked and eaten, One scene will suffice 
to give an idea of the horrible practices, 
About 10 a.m. one of the unfortunate 
enptives waz bound hand and foot 10 the 
centre of the court yard of onw of the moat 
wealthy and enlightened of the obiefs.

Professor McGann, 
as they wore all aware, had been\engaged in 
the work of. educating deaf mutes in this 
Province for several years, aud the work done 
by him had led to the oatabliohment of thin 
Institution, He was now one of the four 
teachers in the Institution, and was devoting 
himself to his work with great interest. It 
was established to afford a good education to 
the Deaf and Dumb, to effect which required 
close and careful attention ; but the officers 
would spare no pains to make it second to 
none on the continent. Though he was a 
stranger here at firat, he felt he was no 
stranger now, and was delighted to see the 
interest taken, evidenced by the large atten- 

lance, In all parts of the Province great 
interest was oow taken in the work. There 
were now 70 pupils in the Institution, some 
of whom had been under instruction for 
two or three years, and others not at all, 
They had seenin the case of the Messrs. 
McLellan, who were the only deaf mutes on 
the continent euccessfully practicing the prow 
foasion of the law, what education could do. 
It was proposed, by-and-by, to learn trades to 
the inmates of the institution, and thereby to 
enable them to earn their own livelihood, 
After returning thanks to the ladies and 
gentlemen composing the choir, for their 
services, he called upon 
Professor Watson, who selected three child- 
ren from his class of beginners, who, in a 
yery fow minutes, he learned to write cor- 
rectly the words ‘piano,’ ‘pin’ and * knife, 
and illustrated the commencement of teach- 
ing by sigrs.

A correspondent of Purdy s Small Fruit 
Recorder vvtails wn exp-rincut ine planting 
apple trees, peich trees, und s'rawhberr 
on the sume pice of land. The uppletre 
were for'y leet wpirt edch way ; then threo 
peach trees tb every upple, making tiem 
stand twenty feet each way; then, siraw- 
berry plants in rows three feet apart, and 
6 foot in the row, leaving a spice bare 
next the trees. The strawberries liave paid 
for cultivating tha trees; but they become 
less us the trees gro 


lurger. 


This kind of management does well, 
where the soil and culture are good. If 
the ground je quite rich, the apple trees 
will grow fast enough under gocd cultiva- 
tion, with the drawback of the peach trees 
between and of the strawberries covering 
the surface, Potatoes, beans, or carrots, 
migh’ be sobstiruted forstrawberries,as the 
soil variously admits, and according to 
the wishes of the owner, It is much bet- 
ter to occupy the ground with strawberries 
or roots keeping the soil otherwise clear 
and mellow, than tovatlow it to become 
infested with weeds with a hard 
crusted surface, If the most {sto be 
made ofthe ground at once, peach trees 
may be planted with propriety between the 
apple rows ; but thy heads should be kept 
wellshorteved in when older, It the land 
is of moderate fertility,they will lessen the 
growth of the apple trees materially in & 
fow years, and the owoer must balance his 
preferences for a good crop of peiches and 
for «rapidly growing apple orchard, ag he 
way desire, On very rich land, all these 
crops muy yrow at once Quite ns fast as 


may be for their good,

They could 
scarcely find a verdict ot aggravated 
assault on a child of such a tender age. If 
they believed the witnesses, and there was 
no reason to doubt them, it would be their 
duty to find the prisoner guilty.

“ Guilty.””

Vesuvius in Agitation, 


On the 26th of March, says the Athenoum, 
‘Vesuvius had ceased almost to be active for 
ten days; but from that date it has been 
puiting out great force, From the new cono 
n stream of lava descended to the foot of 
Vesuyius, onthe Srdof April; while the 
grand cone, which has never been comp!e- 
lely silent, threw out columns of slones, 
which covered half the cironit of the crater, 
and sometimes arnveid half way down the 
mountain, Snoh Is the report of the guile 
Giovanni Cozzolino, while Professor Palmeri 
adds what followa: “The grand cone has 
cuasodl to throw out stones and sand 
with occasional detonations, and fire might 
have been seen by anyone who looked 
over the edge of the crater to admire tho 
beautlul sublimates with which the walls 
The interior 
Of this cone has a cylindneal form, anit in 
about twenty-four «metres in depth; from 
this issued the greatest quantity of lava. 
From the bottom of this cone rises another 
smaller one to tho height of four orflye 
motzes, Which sends ont small jeta of lava, 
with a sharp whistle like that of a steam 
e Since the beginning of the month 
Vesuvius has presented a mangificent sped 
tacle ; the lava has flowed down into the 
Atno del Ouvallo, and has reached nearly to 
Crocella—thus again covering a portion of 
the path which leads to the base of the 
grand cone,”

Second—It shall be the duty of such pation 
not to permit such vessels to enteF any of its 
ports for repairs, munitions or supplies; or 
haying entered, uot to permit their doparture. 

Third—{t shall be the duty of such pation 
to use due diligence not to permit the violation 
of any of these obligations in any of its ports 
or waters, Free transit {s stipulated for all 
productions of elther country or of the territory 
of the other to a polot within the same, as, for 

example of wheat from Milwaukeo across 
Canada by the Grand Trunk Railway to Oswego 
op the way to New York in bond, under such 
regulations as the two nations may prescribe,

The New York World says: 


** What Canada wants 16 a renewal of the re~ 
clprocity treaty. If she could haye bad her 
way, she would have Inalated on the free iutro- 
duction of her products into the United States 
as compensation for the privilege of fishing 
to hor waters. We suppose that the American 
Commissioners, knowlog the fixed public sen- 
timent of the country on this subject, have re~ 
fused even to consider such # proposition. it 
Ja believed that the tlsheries question has been 
settled by the treaty, but on quite a different 
basis. Wecannot be far wrong in supposlog 
that all the main provisions of Mr. Marcy’s 
treaty of 1854 have been revived—minus reci- 
procity, THAT 18 TO SAY, WE GBT THE ADYAN- 
TAGES OF THAT ARRANGEMENT WITHOUT 17S 
OWIEF OFFSET.” 


That is, the whole wealth of our inshore 
fisheries, are to be surrendered without any 
return except a money consideration, and 
that only, it after our arbitrator shall have 
said, we are entitled to it, 


‘This same paper indicates that this treaty 
must be ratified or war will follow. 


“ Tf this new treaty, which has been nego 
tiated by such an array of dignituries on 
both sides, should also miscarry, the resour- 
ces of diplomacy would seem to be exhaust- 
ed, and nothing remain but for our Govern- 
ment either to tamely relinquish its demands, 
or to enforce them by mean: 
calamity to commerce, eivili 
dearest interests of the human race.” * * * 
“A single week's hostilities would cost either 
nation altogether more than the whole value 
of all the things in dispute. But national 
honor cannot be measured by money ; and if 
the new treaty should be found to make any 
sacrifice of the honor of the United States, it 
ought to be rejected by the Senate without 
the slightest hesitation,« * * * “The re~ 
jection of this treaty then is war ; and war is 
fraught with worst evils than its racrifice of 
life and money, its destruction of commerce, 
derangement of business, and heavy increase 
of the public debt.” 


We quite agree with the World, that 
“pational honor cannot be measured by 
money;”? hence no money consideration 
merely should be accepted in consideration 
of national rights, and we mistake the peo- 
ple of this Dominion yery much, if they 
consent to the ratification of a treaty which 
provides for such a surrender. 


The New York Herald pursues this point 
still further, and boldly declares that “with 
“all the concessions from either side in this 
“budget of conventions from the High 
‘Commission, the greatest concession is 
“that of the paramount necessity to Eng~ 
“Jand of peace, and of our manifest obli- 
“gations of peace to ourselves and to the 
“world at large.” 


Having given it as the opinion of the 
people that England would concede any- 
thing for the sake of peace, the Herald 
continues : 


“The ways and means adopted between the 
high contracting parties for the settlement of 
the “ Alabama” claims, the fishery disputes 
and the boundry questions, do, certainly, all 
things considered, embrace concessions to the 
United States, in the matters both of American 
claims and international law, which ought to 
be satisfactory to the Senate. Concerning 
the navigation of-the St, Lawrence canals, 
in having conceded to us the same rights as the 
Manadians we have unquestionably secured 
all that we could ask.” 


In reference to the fisheries the same 
paper says: 


* All thase provislons concerning the fish- 
eries and commercial transit are, of course, 
made contingent upon their being approved 
by the Congress of the United States, the 
British Parliament, the Parliament of Can- 
ada, and the Legislature of Prince Edward’s 
Islands. BY THESE VARIOUS sTLPOLATIONS 
ALL THE PRIVILIGES OF FISHERY,NAVIGATION 
AND TRANSIT ACCORDED TO THE UNITED 
STATES BY THE TREATY OF 1854 ARE ONCE 
MORE OBTAINED AND IN A BETTER FORM,AND 
WITHOUT THE BURDENSOME CONDITIONS OF 
THAT TREATY.” 


Upon this point the Tribune says : 


“The matter of the fisheries is arranged 
UPON THE BASIS WHICH Wk (the Tribune) 
ALWAYS ADYOCATED AS JUST AND PROPER.” 


And then declares that ‘the prominent 
“teatures of the Convention seem to be 
“ honorable and advantageous to us.” 


The New York Times expresses itself in 
the following manner: 

“ We may remark, however, that it is to 
be regretted that the claims of British sub- 
jects should have been mixed up with the 
settlement of the Alabama claims at all. 
The Courts at Washington ought to have af- 
forded sufficient redreag for all British sub- 
jects who had sustained injuries for which 
compensation could reasonbly be asked 
These Courts have been appealed to ina 
large number of cases, and justice has been 
done, The Alabama claims were of a totally 
different character, involving as they did a 
great and acknowledged international wrong, 
and we do not believe that the people of this 
country will ever be satisfied to see British 
claims against us put upon the same footing 
with them.”

circumstances. [f it had been that she was 
the mother of the child, and that she had, 
in frenzy, endeavored to get rid of it, it 
might have shown a motive. No deubt 
her feelings were painful since she had been 
incarcerated, and he did not wish to add to 
their intensity at present. He would take 
the privilege given him by the Legislature, 
and give her a light senteuce on account of 
her age. Still, looking at the circumstan- 
ces, the act was a deliberate one. It was 
not to hide her daughter's shame, 
as the child was three months old, 
it was rather to get rid of the 
trouble of keeping it.

The clergy mre clearly arrested ag 
hostages itis very sad, bat il they are to 
be shot, the most indignant citizens show 
no anxiety to take their place—not even 
(he Protestant pastors, who baye publicly 
ind creditably protested. The Jewish 
Rabbi bas not yet delivered his opinion on 
tbis persecution of the Christians, The 
Archbishop, like all his predecessors, ‘ia 
singularly unfortunate, Since 1789 three 
archbishops of Paris have met with 
violent deatbs, 0 the holding of the see is 
about on a par with the bishopric ot the 
cannibal islands, The searching of the 
mansions of Thiera, Favre, &., was only 
confined to the taking away of their 
private papers for publicity, Thé"French 
ave quite a mania for emptying the dirty 
clothes bag to the public. It was the 
Tuileries yesterday, Gambetta and Thiers 
to-day—the Commune itself *will come in 
for 118 turo, Before it gave publicity to 
i's proceedings, one of the bedy supplied 
‘copy’ to a hostile journal at the rate of 
15 francs a day and was never found out. 
Tbe Oolumo in the Place Vendome it 
appears will not be destroyed, nor tbe Arc 
de Triomphe converted into a fortress, 
The Kine Arts Committee has reported 
dead ugainst the projected barbarism. But 
will the remains of tue First Napoleon in 
rhe Tovalides, be scattered ns the tombs of © 
the Kings at St. Denis formerly? It ia 
udvocated to so finish with tlie little cor- 
poral,/and to act the same towards Queen 
Hortense and the members of the Bonwparte 
tamily buried at Reuil, ‘The search for the 
First Napoleon's hat, crown and sword has 
failed; they are said to be at Chiselburat, 


+ The Commune has ordered that the 
factoriea now idle be banded over to 
workmen to be managed on co-operative 


principles, a share;of the profitsto be — 


allocated to compensate the absent pro- 
prietors. This is not exactly pure socialism 
bat uogommonly near it, The tailors have 
aken 
(bemselves to» execute ‘military clothing. 
Since the widows and ‘mistresses’ of the 
National Guards are awarded a pension of 
600 franca a year, many wives are undoubts 
ea'y pushiog the *good man’ on to fight for 
tis conntry, and the Delilahs their Samp- 
sons to die torit. Bat several ‘unprotected 
females’ who bave yon’ into action and 
did execution, demund in case of accidents 
that their families be remembered in allo- 
cating the compensation. 


From morn till night and night till morn- 
ing, nothing but the roaring of artillery is 
to be beard, with the rattleot musketry and 
mitrailleuses if one resides near the fortifl 
cations. The citizéns seem to be more dead. 
than dlive, aod rarely stir outside doors. 
The cafes and places Where men most do 
congregate are deserted —sbops are closed, 
tor there are no customers. Nv more dreary 
picture than Paria at present can be im- 
ugined, The boulevards empty at noon- 
day — the cafes closed at dusk, the supply 
of gas reduced one balt, the eternal tramp 
of armed men and red flags, the ominous 
coyered ambulances, the military funerals, 
four or five coffins piled on each other,such 
isthe spectacle, “Phe death rate ia again 
going up, and an epidemic is almost a cer- 
tainty. ‘There ia no adequate ambulance 
corps; men fester away their wounds till 
death relieves them of their agonies, and 
then lie unburied for days. Nearly all who 
intend have leff the city—a good fifth of 
the population—the latest departures aro 
the most paintul—they are the invalids who 
deferred their removal,hoping things would 
mend—the wives,motbers, &c., whose affec- 
tion clings to sons, fathers and husbands, 
who are forced to remain. Ab! it some 
Fath woul but paint a Parisian * Railway 
Station’ just now, Food is getting scarce, 
between the difficulty of entering the city 
aod the fear of the provisions being seized, 
supplies are falling off a third less than 
during the spring of last year. Horse flesh 
is as dear now (one franc and a half per 
pound) as veal was last weel, and tho 
census of stocks of food has been taken. 
Dogs look uneasy, and tom-cats have an 
air of demanding u laisses passer. Foreign- 
era can leave when they please, bat owing 
to a Versailles law cannot enter the city 
without undergoing an Lnquaitorial exami 
nation.

siege operations, Oasks of toilette requis- 
ites burst open, half consumed pianos and 
elegant furniture lying scattered and amok- 
ing around, Many old people declined to 
leave, several sick could not be remoyed, 
and not a few decided to take chance, and 
pick up what may be leftby and by, The 
Nuns refused to quit their abode, now an 
hospital, and only usked for necessaries for 
the wounded. These brave ladica are in 
tho center of the convérging fire, Pending 
tho brief armistice, a few soldiers joined

Soap Manufacture, 


The oft propounded question “how are you 
off for soap?” could be satisfactorily answered 
by Messrs. Phippen & Graham, to whom the 
thanks of those who use the usual household 
article ought to be tendered for the improve- 
ment which they have introduced into its 
manufacture here. We lately paid a visit to 
their works, which are situated up a gateway 
on Front Street, a short distance below the 
market. Now it is not necessary to deacribe 
the premises, which, from the nature of the 
business carried on in them,are necessarily not 
the most sweetly-scented places in the world ; 
neither is it requisite to detail the primary 
stagos of the manufacture, which every 
housewife knows; while other parts of the 
modus operandi are the manufacturers’ secret, 
not to be divulged even to an enquiring 
public through the mediam’of the press. A 
few words, however, to show the magnitude 
of the business,are permitted us. First, then, 
we have the ‘ pans’ in which the compound 
1s boiled—two large kettles about 12 feet in 
depth by probably ten feet in diameter, the 
furnace for the heating of which is situated 
on the ground floor, a well twenty feet deep 
having lately been dug close by, giving al} 
the water that can possibly be required in 
the business. The mixing in due proportion 
of the ingredients for the production of the 
different kinds of soap manufactured by the 
firm—‘Pearl,’ ‘Palm Oil,’ *Amber’ and ‘Star'— 
is carried on in tho second storey by ex- 
perienced workmen. There,alsomre the boxes 
for drying, and where the manufactured 
article ia cut into bars. The amount of soap 
now turned out is about 600 boxes per month, 


doubled since last year, which fact speaks 
eloquently of the quality of thearticle. There 
is also a coneiderable quantity of tallow 
candles manufactured, which mee: with a 
ready sale in the markets of the “Province. 
The members of the firm are to be congratu- 
Inted on the success attended 
their efforts to produce a good article of 
domestic soap, which is likely to be even 
improved upon in the future, as the boiling 
will shortly be done by steam, which will be 
an improvement on the present syatem.

cost $2,000 or $2,500 per annum to run the 
works. But the charge levied for 
water for domestic purposes would meet 
this or nearly. They could rety on from 
$2,000 to $4,000 per year from this source. 
The total expenditure for the works per 
annum would be $3,200, at 8 per 
interest on the capital. He considered there 
was nothing more wanted than a water 
supply in town, Mr,Waterous had not sought 
to puff his system, or to unduly press it for 
acceptance, and he had no doubt the Coun- 
cil would like to hear that gontleman’s 
views.

During the very dryest 
part of the season, a large saw mill had 
been run there ten hours per day.

Mr. Waterous stated, in answer to Mr, 
Henderson, that the cost of the Eamilton 
Water Works was $750,000, The Branttord 
Works were more efficient for fire purposes 
than those ia proportion, The pipes were 
Inid four feet deep, and no difficulty was 
experienced from frost last winter.

ELECTION CASE. 


(BEFORE CHIEF JUSTICE HAGARTY.) 


Toronto, May 18th, 1871—Ze West 
Toronto (Conyerted election case)—His 
Lordship delivered a long written judg 
ment on the question as to whether tLis 
petition should be dismissed as being filed 
too late,and whether the clause respecting 
treating should be struck out, He went 
fully into the arguments pro and con, on 
the different points raised by counsel, He 
held first that the time for filing the peti- 
tion begins to run from the date of the 
receipt of the retura by the Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery, which was in this 
instance the 5th, Holding this, the ob- 
jection as to the first and last days being 
inclusive could not avatl Mr. Crooks, as 
the petition was filed in twenty-one days. 
Even allowing both to be inclusive, as to 
the exclusion of Good Friday and Easter 
Monday in the computation of the time, 
his Lordship did not think that there was 
any valid distinction between “ public 
holiday” and “ holiday,” and he held that 
those days were properly excluded. His 
Lordship also refused the application to 
strike out the allegation of ‘ treating.”

The Washington Treaty, 


RIVERS YUCAN, PORCUPINE AND 
BTIKINE. 


Since the publication of the ‘Treaty, says 


the Toronto Zelegraph, personshave asked 


— Where are the rivers Yucan, Porcupine 
‘and Stikine? Who owns them; what 
“ part of the continent do they run through; 
“and what are tho purposes of commerce 
“for which they are supposed to be useful {” 
Few pertons, however well up in geo 
Brapby, could answer these questions cor- 
rectly, without having first consulted the 
map. The fact that they are specially 
mentioned in the Treaty is sufficient to 
show that they are rivers of some impor- 
tance, or 80 considered by the High Com 
missioner d yet, in reality, they are 
Just now of no particular value to anybody. 
They secured the prominence ot Special 
mention in the Treaty, not because of their 
actual value for ‘purposes of Commerce? 
but because of the peculiarity of their geo~ 
Graphical position, and the course they 
take through the continent,

from Northern Asia by Behring’s Straits, 
The eastern boundry between it and British 
America, runs nearly parallel with the 140th 
meridian of western longtitude. In addi- 
tion to this, the Americans own a narrow 
strip of coast,and many islands along it 
extending from the 55th to the 60th parallel 
of latitude. The southern end joins 
British Columbia, Behind this strip, that 
is to the east of it, is the vast region which 
forms the far North-West of Bnitish 
America. In that almost unknown country 
the rivers mentioned fn the Treaty are 
situated. 


The ‘ Yucan’ is named on some maps as 
the ‘Yukon,’ or, as the Russians call it, the 
‘Kwichpka.’ Its position is jan latitude 
62 north and longtitude 161 west. It takes 
its rise in British America; and, after a 
general course northerly and westwardly, it 
crosses the United States’ possessions, and 
empties into the Pacific ocean. 

The Porcupine 1s put down in latitude 66 
north, longtitude 113 west. It takes its 
ris¢ in British America; not far from Mac- 
kenzie Bay, crosses our soil into the United 
States territory of Alaska, and there joins 
the Yukon, and so finds its way to the Pa- 
cific. “ 

The third river mentioned is the * Stikine,” 
named on the maps the ‘Stickeen,’ or 
Francis river. Its position is marked— 
north latitude 57, west longtitude 181, It 
takes its rise in British America, in that 
portion kuown asthe ‘Stickeen country,’ 
runs almost due west throngh our territory, 
enters and crosses Alaska, and empties into 
the Pacific not far trom that old Russian 
settlement of New Archangel. 

Rivers so far north as the Yukon, Porcu- 
pine and Stickeen are, cannot be of much 
value. They are, probably, seldom if ever 
so free fromice as to be navigable, even 
were there no falls or rapids to obstruct

poses of commerce’ to both Yankees and 
Canadians. 

This is a grand point gained. The peo- 
ple of both countries have reason to rejoice 
that they may hereafter enjoy, without let 
or hindrance, the glorious privilege of nayi- 
gating, from mouth to source, the Yukon, 
Porcupine, and Stickeen, for ‘the purposes 
of commerce.’ Commerce and all the 
‘purposes,’ therefore, should feel happy. 
It fs not every day that commerce secures 
soch mighty privileges. Commercial men 
and those who go down to the sea, and up 
Tivers in great ships, should be gratetul to 
the Joint High Commissioners for the 
wisdom of this grand arrangement, It 
shows that the Joint High Commissioners 
are well yp iu their geography, and that 
they thoroughly understand the benefits 
people enjoy from the blessing of unrestrio- 
ted navigation, for’ the purposes of eom- 
merce.’ The world {fs indebted to them ; 
trade 18 indepted to them ; and especially 
are the Yukon,Porcupine and the Stickeen, 
and the dwellers inthe valleys thereot in- 
debted to them. Just think of it—the 
Yukon, Porcupine and Stickeen free ; 
absolutely free for‘ the purposes of com- 
merce.’ Let the world rejoiceand be glad, 
and let all tho people clap their bands, 
Grand achievement ; mighty concossion in 
favor of ‘ the purposes of commerce.”

The Globe and the Scott 
Murder, 


The Globe is again trying its hand at the 
Scott murder affair, and holds forth on the 
17th inst., in the following style :

record of Bellevillo'g advancement,and the 
loss to it of many of her best friends, and 
many of my own warm kind frieuds who 
bave passed the portal; those who treated 
me like a son whenI came a stranger to 
adopt Canada as my country, which coun- 
try I have never forsaken nor forsworn. 

I have been through all the California 
mining excitement, and followed north 
with the new discoveries into the British 
possessions; where I, with my brother John, 
have resided for the last six years. I, as 
well as he, have had various successes ; my 
brother Robert came out last fall to see us. 
TJeft .him at Kootney, and I am now in 
the Saskatchewan, for two reasons . 1st, 
gold diggings ; 2nd, agriculture. Icrossed 
the Vermillion pass in company with three 
experienced miners, supposing that the 
ranges running north-west contained a large 
amount of mineral wealth. I am going to 
start in about one month, with about ten 
men ; I will say nothing further about the 
mining, but leave it for a full history which 
I will write you in the summer, if you 
should wish it. What I write will be ex 
actly, what itis, and I am satisfied I will 


astonish some of the Canadians. 

I wish now to speak of things as I found 
th®m here, hoping to benefit the people 
here, and to open the eyes of the Canadians 
to the purchase they have made. After 
crossing the range one is struck with the 
beauty of the country, sloping down grad- 
ually to the plains below, which for fertil~ 
ity, soil, grass, wood, and water privileges, 
1s not excelled in any country, After passing 
over hundreds of thousands of acres, the 
richest land running to the forty-ninth 
parallel, I came to the Mountain Fort; this 
is the highest post of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany on the Saskatchewan River, and is 
beautifully located, They have not tried 
to raise any crops here,but could, Following 
down the River I came to Fort Edmonton, 
the trans-shipping point of the West. Here 
the Company grow potatoes, wheat, &c., in 
abundance. I have notin any country saw 
finer vegetables than I have here ; every foot 
of the country is good. There are about 
nine hundred whites and half-breeds in the 
district, Farming 1s carried on in a primi- 
tive state, except with the Hudson Bay 
Company, who have large farms. The 
people have heretofore depended on the 
Buffalo for subsistence, and in fact the 
protection has been ‘none.’ To embarkin 
either farming or stock-raising,1s too greata 
risk for small capitalists,as you do not know 
the day everything will be swept clean,—

The Washington Treaty. 


Mr. Eprror.—The question of the adoption 
or rejection by Canada, of the Treaty Just made 
by the High Commission at Washington, is as 
important a subject as ever came up for discus. 
sion in its Legislature, 


Woe had, as an equivalent for the fisheries in 
the former treaty,reciprocity in certain articles, 
the growth and produce of Canada and the 
United States respectively, in addition to the 
right of fishing in their waters, I am far from 
thinking that we have not made terms equally 
Advantageous in the present treaty. At the 
time our neighbors in a fit of spleen, occa- 
sloned by our not thinking exactly as they wish- 
ed on the struggle between North and South, 
abrogated reciprocity,it was almost the univer- 
sal opinion that it would be highly detrimental 
to our intereats,and that in short we would 
not beable to exist commercially In its absence. 
How has it turned ont ? Apparently we baye 
got on a8 well as under reciprocity, and cer- 
tainly Canada never has prospered to the extent 
as since Its abrogation. We haye opened up 
other branches of trade direct with foreign 
countries, and have realized for ourselves 
profits that went to our nelghbors from trans- 
acting the business for us. We hayeattained a 
confidence in ourselves and our resources which 
We never could’have done had reciprocity con- 
tinued. The opinion is now almost as general, 
that wecan do well without it, and possibly 
quite as wellas with it. 


The equivalent (if I may use the term) the 
Treaty gives to us is the right to fish in Amer- 
Icanjwaters, A market for us there, and asum of 
money, that independent arbitrator may award 
to make up the difference in value, 

Itis not correct to say that the fishing on the 
Coasts of the United States is worthless, how- 
éver much it may be inferior toour own it Is 
worth something. 


Amarket in the United States Isa great ad- 
yantage. It {is nearand the people there will 
buy all the fish we choose to take to them at 
remunerating prices. We will stand on the 
same footing in this respect as their fishermen, 
and ifit can be made profitable to them, why 
noito us? If Canadians, instead of using very 
small craft with two or three men, would engage 
in the business with the same kind of vessels, 
and with the same appliances as the Yankees, 
they would be equally successful. I have never 
heard that there are not fish enough for both. 
Then as to the money equlyalent. Iftheirfsher- 
{es are so inferior to ours, and the market they 
give to us, of no value, we will get an award of 
money In proportion. It is a very questionable 
policy on our partto urge this view very 
strongly, pending the decision of the United 
States Senate on the Treaty. 


You quoted in your issue of Monday from the 
Montreal Star with approbation, alleging that 
it put the caso in anut shell. Itseems to mo 
the Star does not put it either fully or fairly. 
Itshould have been put thus: “wo men moy- 
“Ing inthe same sphere, have side by sidu 
“* flelds of potatoes, one witha full crop and 
“one with a very inferior, The individul who 
“has the inferior crop proposes that he will 
‘give to the owner of the good crop the priy- 
“ilege of offering his potatoes for sale, and 
‘that the advantage that he may derive from 
“digging potatoes in his neighbor's feld shall 
‘“be left to an independant neighbor who shall 
** be'empowered to give him a /ull money equiva- 
‘Tent for the difference in value of the two pri- 
“ vileges.” ‘Ihen with regard to the privilege 
of selling, it must be borne in mind that the 
family of the owner of the poor crop 4s ten times 
as large as that of his neighbor,and consequent- 
ly the demand for potatoes will be in the same 
proportion, The Star, you will see, docs not 
take into consideration the money part of the 
question at all. 

If wo reject this ‘Treaty, as for as we are in- 
terested directly init, what willthe mother 
country say? She will say you have certainly 
right to part with or retain your rights to fish- 
orles On your consts. I will not seek to com- 
pol you to take the view I think is for your best 
interests, but you cannot expect with reason 
that [can keop ships of war on your coasts to 
protect you from the horde of Americans that 
will annually flock to the fishing grounds, And 
it this Irritating subject shall lead to hostilitics 
between the Amoricans and you,you can hardly, 
with reason, expect me to send an army into 
your country to assist ln repelling an invasion 
on thelr part, Ifthe mother country took this 
view would wo baye the right to complain? Oo 
her own part she has walved right after right, 
has condescended to makean apology, and has 
agreed to pay the Aliluma claims for the sake 
of peace, and shall we now, because we think 

we have not got enough in this arrangement 
ask her to embroll herself on our account? 


Tho settlement of long standing grievances 
by this treaty will bave the effect of reconciling 
the twogreat English speaking nations of the 
world, and bringlog them into clone alliance, 
and who can say, in view of recent events iu 
Evrope, that it ls not necessary for the peace 
and Interests of the world, France, haying been 
prostrated by the Germans, leaves England to 
stand alone for some years at least, against the 
march of despotism, both {a Europe and fn the 
East. 

If we cannot all think (as I dd) that we bave 
on oxcollent arrangement under thia'treaty, lot 
our patriotism and gratitude for numberiess 
fayors from on old mother, induce us to walve 
sectional and political Interests and leanings, 
and treat this matter with the consideration 
that Its great Importance deserves.

New Yor, May 19—A special last eyeulng 
=sys the loss of life by the explosion was mainly 
women and children, 

All traffic on the bridges bas been stopped, 
and a panic among the troops Is feared 

Requisitions haye been made on all the street 
cabs, 

A later despatch this morning says the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety officially declare that 
the explosion of the cartridge factory was the 
work of agents of the Versailles Government. 

A strange story is in circalation to the effect 
tuat Capt. Debaine has found, in the pockets 
of the wife of a gen d’arme, 4 plan ofthe car- 
tridge factory, and also a plan of Paris prepared 
by Trochu, 

Four persons have been arrosted on sus- 
picton, 

Deserters from the “army of Versailles have 
heen removed to the ioterlor of the city from 
the Ecole Militlare, where they have been 
confined. 

The mangled remains of the victime of the 
explosion were exhibited yesterday in the 
Church of St. Pierre, outside the railings. An 
immense crowd assembled inside the sacred 
edifice, Including a large band of National 
Goards. Men smoked, dravk, conversed aud 
inughed as if they were at the Jardin Mabille. 

The number of persons killed by the explo- 
alou was less than was expected, la consequence 
of the workmen having left the building some 
fifteen minutes before the catastrophe took 
place. 

An attache of the American Legation was 
blown into theair by the explosion, but not 
seriously hurt. 

Yesterday belng the fete of the uscension, 
large crowds visited the Place Vendome and 
Tuileries, where there was o grand con- 
cert. 

Mf. Gambon, a member of the Committee of 
Public Safety, had joined the franc-tireurs, who 
are menacing and discontented. Should they go 
40 faras to openly declare against the Com- 
mune, they will give considerable trouble, as 
fre well armed avd organiaed. 

The inhabitants of the Faubourg 8t. Antoine, 
who were amongat the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the Commune, are fo want of work» 
and os they cannot obtain it because ef the in- 
surrection, they also are discontented, and the 
quarter in which they live is assuming a dis- 
quieting aspect, 

There was heavy’ firiog from Fort Bicstre 
this morning. It was caused by the appearance 
of « reconnoltering party of cavalry belonging 
to the Versailles Government, who were 
drivon off by the guns of the fort. 

Aserious attack upon tho ramparts of Paris 
Is believed to be imminent. 

‘There are now 40,000 Versailles troops in the 
Bols de Boulogne, and they are pushing for- 

ward their parallels with great vigor.

The Connecticut Election for Governor 
has undergone many phases,but the strangeat 
feature in the affair isthat Republicans 
who were defeated allege fraud alter the 
ballots were cast. The contest was ex- 
ceedingly close, so much so that the infer- 
ence is that every elector voted, The 
official returns published, that out of a total 
vote o1 94,960, English, (Dem.) obtained 
47,476 ; Jewell, (Rep.) 47,478, and scatter. 


Ing 11. UPIitune unmertewroury yarunced 
in Connecticut, if, out of 94,946 votes, a 
majority of 3 should decide the election of 
Englisa. Under the election of Connecticut 
itis necessary, in order to decide the choice 
of a candidal that the candiJate should 
poll aclearhalf ofallthe votes. Failing 
that result, the Legislature becomes seized 
with the question. Had English polled 
47,481 votes, instead of 47,376, his election 
would have been affirmed without resort to 
the chamber, The next stage in the curious 
controversy 18 that, when the chamber com- 
menced to verify the ballots by couuting 
them, they found an error in Jewell’s side 
of 100. This fact seemingly set at rest all 
doubts as to English’s majority, but since 
then the Republicans. pretend that the bal- 
lot forthe 4th Ward of New Haven was 
tampered with, in other words, that the 
Democrats got hold of the ballot box and 
abstracted 100 yotes which were cast in 
that Ward for * Jewell.” It says very

Saw Dust.—The cases of the saw-mill pro- 
prietors who had allowed the dust made by 
their saws to drop into the river, were finally 
disposed of this morning. Fines ranging 
from $10 to $40 were imposed, the Magistrate 
stating that he felt these almost too light, in 
view ofthe importance of the subject, and 
warning those convicted that increase of fur- 
ther delinquencies fora like nature he should 
impose much heavier penalties, the law al- 
lowing him togo to the extent of $100.

shipping lumber, besides Jath and heading, 
which forms an important item in the lum- 
ber business. 

On the west side of the mill is the saw 
filing and setting department, which con- 
sists of a gumming machine, one of the 
most powerful in use, a tooth setting ma- 
chine of new style, two saw filing machines 
and also a tooth plane. Over the engine 
room is a fire safety valve, and by simply 
pulling asmall chain the whole force of the 
nine boilers which are all connected, will 
throw a volume of water over that portion 
of the mill sufficient to extinguish any fire, 
The precautions taken against the deyour- 
ing element are admirable. In nearly 
every conceivable part of the milland yard, 
on the railway track and about the lumber 
are pails and barrels and tanks filled with 
water, so that in caso of fire occurring in 
any part of the premises it can be put 


out before doing much damage. 

This establishment giyes employment to 
170 men and 80 boys, the wages paid 
weekly amounting to $1,200. The 
whole establishment is under the charge of 
Mr, Alex. Miller, millwright, who has oc- 
cupied that position for over nineteen years 
and is considered a very valuable man.

PROPRIETY, 


THE INHABITANTS TERRIFIED, 


Old “mother earth” has been indulging in 
one of her tantrums again, She occasionally 
does soin this country,though her violencehere 
in shaking up the dwellers on surface is 
invariably lighter than in many other parta— 
merely enough to show that there is still 
volcanic action going on beneath, and that 
her fires are not yet extinguished. 


docks to the extreme end of the yard. It 
is over a quarter of a mile long, being one 
hundred rods in length, the upper track 
being used for piling purposes, and 


hundred feét from the dock, in the shape of 
ahalfcircle, Heretofore the machinery ot 
the Mill was driven by a powerful engine 
of 84 horse-power, connected with which 
there were six boilers. Butit being insuf- 
ficient to drive the machinery satisfactorily, 
4 new euyine and three boilers were added 
during the winter. The engine which 1s 
50 horse power, was built at the Iron Works 
ot Messrs.G.& J. Brown, Belleville, and for 
workmanship and finish is equal to any made 
by the best establishments inthe country. It is 
4 perlect model and works beautifully. Two of 
the boilers, which are 36 feet in length, and 
40 inches in diameter, are also from the 
works of Messrs. Brown—the other was 
made at the Foundry of Mossrs, Shea & 
Roblin, Trenton. This additional power 
enables the machinery of the Mill to be 
run with comparative ease. The boilers 
are set in solid masonry, and stand at the 
north end of the Mill. Atoye the boilers 
isa longtube into which the saw-dust is 
conveyed by chain-teed from the saws, and 
from this tube the saw-dust finds its way 
into iron hoppers placed above each boiler, 
through which it falls into the furnace 
below, thus obyiating the labor of handling. 
By means of the machinery employed in 
this Mill, nearly all the saw-dust mado is 
burned, The other fuel used 1s the edginge, 
In addition to the wood consumed by the 
Mill,there is gold annually about 2500 cords 
which readily brings at the yard 60 cents 
per cord 

In addition to the new engines and boilers 
putin this spring, there have been other 
improvements of considerable magnitude, 
not the least of which isa brick chimnoy 
Constructed upon a new principle. It is 
eleven fect in diameter at the base, drawing 
in gradually to the top where itis 9 feet, 
Ita height 1s 87 feet, and its magnitude can 
be imagined when it i stated that it con- 
tains no less than 100,000 brick. The chim- 
ney ia double, there being an open space 
between the two walls from the base to o 
few inches of the top where the walls close 
together.

Aid sent to the Sufferers. 


Braprorv, May 22.—The alarm of fire 
was sounded this forenoon at half-past seven 
and the fire was soon discovered to be in 

_ the bakery of Mr, Edmonston, on the north 
side of the street, Those who were in 
‘charge had just renewed the bake furnace 
with afresh charge of fuel and gone to 
breaklast, when in seven minutes, to their 
utter astonishment, they were confounded 
to find their bakery all in flames. So rapid 

_ were the flames that the store occupied by 
Mr. Morgan, druggist, in which was the 
office of the Montreal Telegraph Company, 
‘was seen in a blaze and he was not able to 
eave any of his stock, He was insured for 
$1,100. The flames then spread west and 
east, thence crossed tothe south side and 
spread east, and when xt caught Bingham's 
hotel, it took a sweeping course southward 
aud took every'building south to the race~ 
course. 

‘The Reeve telegraphed to the Reeve 
of Newmarket for an engine, which was 
taken up by the 9 o'clock passenger train 
and arrived in time to assist the Bradford 
engine in confluing the flames to the Town 
Hall and market house and then it was 
played, but not before it was consumed, 
together with about six thousand dollars 
worth of pork which was in the ground 
flat,

Canada Central Railway. 


Hon. Billa Fliat exhibited to us to-day 
4 map of a section of the proposed Canada 
Central Railway, extending from Madoc 
village to the Township of Oso, a distance 
of about forty miles, which he has prepared 
at his own expense. The road passes 
through in nearly a straight line from Ma- 
doc to Bridgewater, and after touching the 
Township line of Kaladar, diverges in a 
northeasterly direction till it reaches the 
Township line of Kennebec, when it runs 
again in nearly astraight line east and west. 
It passes through the Townships of Madoc, 
Elzevir, Kaladar, Kennebec and Olden, and 
opens up a splendid country, and by means 
of two or three lines running from suitable 
points on this road northward, the proper 
déyelopment of the resources of the vast 
Ottawa country would be secured. It is 
asserted that the engineering difficulties 
throughout the whole line are by no means 
80 great as thuse which were to be found 
on the line of the Grand Trunk. A more 
northern route is shown, butit is evident 
it would be impracticable on account of the 
condition of the country through which it 
would pass.

JOHN B. GOUGH'S PICTURE AGAIN REALIZED, 


is Horror, 


Tho St. Catharines Journal, in its descnp 
tion of the recent horror at Niagara Falls 
wherein three intoxicated men who went for 

4 boating excusion on the river wore swopt 
over the Falls, says :— 

Two of the men were very drunk and lay 
down in the bottom of the boat, while the 
third one, who was not quite so intoxicated 
as the others, undertook the mapagement of 
the oars to ferry them across to the Canada 
side. Afterjgetting out some Jiltle distance, 
the boat’ was caught in the current of the 
river, and the nan managing the frail craft 
s00n became aware of the desperate nature 
of the enterprise in which he was engaged. 
As the boat gradually grew nearer and 
wnearer to the falal waste of surging and 
foaming Waters-the garsman stood up in 
the boat aud for a moment wildly sur- 
veyed the-scene, when he letgo the oara 
and jumped into the water, and made des- 
Perato,efforts to swim ashore. He swam 
for a little time, vainlyendeavoring to make 
head Way against the fatal trap which embrac- 

ed him. But it was useless. He was speedily 
drawn into therapids and Carried over th 
cataract. His companions in the boat, un- 
conscious of the fatewhich awaited them, 
were also lannched into eternity with equal 
swiltness, The boat tossed in the rapids 
like # bitofcork, and with a sudden plunge 
was engulphed in the great sheet of water 
which rolls on unceasingly forever. This 
morning one of Mr, Saul Davis’ men picked 
up « man’s leg, evidently a portion of one 
of the victiins. It had been cut off at the 
thigh, and us clean ss if the operation had 
been performed with a surgeon’s knife. — 
The fatal ride was witnessed by a great 
mapy people who gathered upon the shore 
But it was beyond human endeavor to — 
afford the unfortunate mien in the bowt any 
assistance. They died victims of the shrine 
ofintemperance, forif they had not been 
under the influence of the “curse” they 
would bardly have engaged in any enter~ 
prise where coolness and sobriety are of 
paramount importance, -

Saudfleld McDonald’s Speech, 


The Attorney General, Hon, John Sand- 
field McDonald, delivered the following

for its leading principles good will and bene. 
volence towards all classes, without regard 
to religion, politics or anything except the 
benefit of our fellow men He (A. G.) could 
tell them these were exactly the principles 
and precepts of the. Patent Combination, 
(Great laughter and cheering), It hud bor- 
rowed from the most ancient and respected 
Order of Free Masons. Their firs: object on 
taking office had been to address themselves 
to the consideration of what was necessary to 
relieve the sufferings of humanity, and in fur- 
therance of this object « large Lunatic Asy- 
lum had been established at London, a Deaf 
and Dumb Institution at Belleville, and this 
school for the Blind was the third on the 
list, While all this had been done, there 
still remained more benevolent work to be 
completed by appropriation from the public 
money. It was their intention to establish 
an Asylum tor that unfortunate class—the 
idiots. The Government had also a thought 
for those who were not suffering from the 
loss of any of their senses, and were going to 
establish an Agricultural College for the 
benefit of the farmers of the country, and he 
hoped one of these days to see his friend, the 
Grand Master, coming to Upper Canada to 
perform a aimilar ceremony to that which he 
had doné that day. Then there was another 
building--the Oentral Prison—in which the 
criminals of the country would be made to 
work and earn their keeping within the walls 
of the place, and to'learn some trade which 
would be useful to them when they returned 
to liberty, But.then there was another 
interesting institution—the school for me- 
chanics and artisans, where our tradesmen 
can be trained without having to leave their 
own country as they now have to do. (Hear, 
hear.) In thededication ofall these buildings 
he hoped to see the honest face of his friend, 
the Grand Master, making its Appearance, 
Ho had to thank them all most cordially for 
the interest they had shown in thease matters, 
It did his heart good to see that the people 
of the surrounding country are aliye t6 the 
importance of such works of beueyolence 
with which politics had nothing to do, He 
gloried in the fact that he was to-day in a 
place where politics were not, and thought 


it would relieve him from a good deal 
of the affliction under which he had 
been suffering for tho last ten weeks. Ho 


felt very much pleased with his visit, and 
was very much obliged to Mr, Kempster 
for the honor he had dono him in asking 
him there. It was to bo hoped that the 
town of Brantford would be equally well 
pleased with the Institute. Only let the

The Rebellion Ended. 


Our telegraphic despatches from Paris 
this morning bring the highly important 
intelligence that the rebellion, which ha® 
held ground so long against the Goyern- 
ment forces, is at an end. On Saturday 
night the Versailles troops assaulted and 
carried the strong positions held by the 
Communists at Belleville and Pere 
Chaise, and on Sunday morning, on ad 
vancing to attack the last insurg ent strong- 
hold, a white flag was run up and an un- 
conditional surrender was made. Thus end 
ed one of the most wicked and purposeless 
rebellions ever made against legally con- 
stituted authority. 

The city has suffered terribly. Many of 
her most beautiful public buildings have 
been completely destroyed, whilst others 
gre so badly damaged by the flames kind- 
led by the frenzied insurgents in their last 
despairing efforts to envelope their as- 
sailants in a common ruin with themselves, 
that their repair may be a matter of almost 
impossibility. Large numbers of these des 
peradoes haye been butchered without 
mercy, quarter being shown by the assault- 
ing army in but few instances, and these 
prisoners will yet have to undergo trial by 
Court-martial, when their chance of escape 
from military execution is expected to be 
smallindeed. The rebellion is ended, but 
its history will be written in the streets and 


on the walls of Paris for centuries to come.

Importation of Fish. 


la 


Considerable interest is felt just now 
concerning the quantity and value of the 
fish and oils imported from the Dominion 
to the United States, On referring to the 
last report on “Commerce and Navigation,” 
published by the Bureau of Statistics in 
Washington, we find that the Americans 
imported from Canada during the year 
1868, 1869 and 1870, as follows: 

In 1868 the total value of fish, including 
mackrel, herring, salmon, others in barrela 
and not in barrels, imported from Canada, 
was $886,910, on which $169,340 duty was 
paid, Of this the value of mackerel was 
$280,195 ; herring, $288,228 ; salmon, $88,- 
016; all others in barrels, $31,834; all not 
in barrels sold by weight, $189,660, 

In 1869 the total value was $1,195,972 ; 
duty paid, $281,183. The value of mack- 
erol was $806,695; herring, $425,212; 
salmon, $110,591 ; in barrels, 
588; all others not in barrels sold by 
weight, $287,¢ 
There was a slight decrease in 1870, the 
total value being $960,956, and the duty

All this is for 
the best, for two reasons: First, avy solu- 
tion of international difficulties is better 
than thé arbitration of war; and second, 
the Dominion of Canada will,we hope,gain 
by all she concedes in this treaty, as well as 
by all she acquires throughit. There are 
certainly various points in which we might 
justly have claimed more; but, upon the
